(3) The Conqueror continued to coin in the taſte of his predeceſſors Harold, Edward the Confeſſor, 
the Canutes, and Ethelred, each of which have their head on their coins ſome half-faced, others full- 
faced, with different crowns-or ornaments, alſo with and without a ſcepter ; and the reverſe have alſo 


different croſſes. 
(e) The names of the moneyers and towns had alſo been on the coins of his predeceſſors juſt men- 


tioned, and appears to have been a method particular to the Engliſh Silver-coin ; being conſtantly found 
on them for near three centuries. 

The only foreign coins we meet with, wherein this method was imitated, are in Olaus and Anund, 
kings of Sweden, Swain, king of Denmark, and Sithric, king of Dublin ; all cotemporary with Ethel- 
red, alſo on the firſt pennies of the kings of Scotland, as David 1. William I, and Alexander II. as 
will appear when we come to the Scotch ſeries.

This pound contained 1 5 fixteenths, of the pound Troy, or 11 ounces 5 pen- 
nyweights Troy , and therefore the pennyweight and penny, at this time, 
weighed 22x Troy grains. | | 

Theſe pennies were made of mixed filver, one pound, or 12 ounces, of which 
contained 11 ounces two pennyweights of fine ſilver, and eighteen pennyweights 
of copper or alloy: and filver of this fineneſs, in the moſt early indenture of 
the mint, viz. that of 28 Edw. I. is called ol D SsTANDARD &, and in this ſenſe 
only of the word ſtandard we ſhall uſe it throughout this work, and it is the 
pound weight of this ſtandard ſilver all our calculations are built upon (e). 

The Money Pound, or Pound Tale, conſiſted likewiſe of 240 pennies, that is, 
of 20 ſhillings, each of 12 pennies, and each of theſe pennies, at this time, 
poiſed a pennyweight of the Tower pound, and therefore 240 of them weighed

The great ſcarcity of ſilver coin in this reign appears if not to have taken its riſe yet to have been 
much increaſed by the enhancing the value of the gold by proclamation of 20 Nov. 3611.“ And, 
in order to make it more plenty, we find a propoſal made by capt. Hayes for raiſing the price of 
the ſilver, in a paper dated 12 May, 1612, ++ by coining the filver at 10 oz. 10 dwt. fine, and 64 
ſhillings to the pound Troy. In two other papers, dated 20 July, and 5 March, 1612, tt it is pro- 
poſed to cut 64 ſhillings out of the ſaid pound of Standard. And Mr. Folkes I informs us, That 
directions were actually given to the attorney-general, the 21ſt Feb. 1619, to prepare new indentures 
of the mint, whereby the pound weight Troy of Standard filver ſhould be coined into 66 ſhillings ; but 
theſe directions were ſoon after recalled, and the deſigned alteration of the ſilver Coin was ordered to 
be ſuſpended for twelve months; upon a report made to the council, the 25th of the following April, 
by ſeveral eminent merchants, whole advice had been deſired in a conſultation with the miniſters on 
that occaſion,” And we find, ſome years before this, in a paper called by Sir Julius Cæſar &&, Mr. 
Solicitor's Report, and ſigned Tho. Parry, Fr. Bacon, that in purſuance of letters by them received, 
to enquire into the cauſe of the great ſcarcity of ſilver; they had called to them the officers of the 
mint, and ſome principal merchants, and that the expedient of raifing the price of the ſilver being 
mention'd, the reſult was as, follows, „ and upon this point it is fit we ſhould give your lordſhips to 
underſtand, what the merchants intimated unto us, that the very voycing, and ſuſpecte of rayſing the 
price of filver, if it be not cleere, would make ſuch a deadnefs and retencion of money, this vacation, 
(as to uſe their own words) would be a miſerie to the merchants; ſo that we were forced to uſe pro- 
teſtation, that there was no ſuch intent.“ 

Sir Richard Martin declared it as his opinion, in a paper dated 18 Oct. 1600, to the Lord Privy Seal, 
and Lord High Treaſurer “, and in two others to Sir Julius Cæſar, dated the 15 July, 1609, and 
12 Oct. 1611, + that the pound weight Troy of England being heavier than that of France, Flanders, 
Germany and Spain, was one of the reaſons that kept bullion trom coming to the mint, but in a con- 
ference he had by order of the Lord Treaſurer, on this (among other) ſubjects, with Sir William He- 
rick, Alex. Preſcot and John Williams, Efqrs. his majeſty's goldimiths, Oct. 18, 1611. they report the 
reſult of it to have been as follows, „ we are of opinion that the alteration of the pound weight 
Troye being the publique meaſure uſed in this lande for gold, filver, &c. will be hurtful manie ways, 
neither will it alter the value of the bullion ; but the name of a quantity, nor is it poſſible for this land 
to agree therein with everie neighbour kingdom, becauſe they differ among themſelves.” + How juſt 
this determination was, appears, when we conſider, that the Troy mark of France, tho' ſaid to be of 
the ſame weight as that of Germany (i. e. Cologne) and that of Spain; yet was 5 per cent. heavier than 
the former &, and 61 per cent. heavier than the latter of them ||. 

The abuſe of exchange by bills, is likewiſe put down by Sir Richard Martin, as another reaſon of the 
tranſportation of money, and is ſtrongly inſiſted on by Malynes, in moſt of his writings, who urges the 
re-eſtabliſhing a royal-exchanger, and it ſeems that the company of goldſmiths were under apprehen- 
fions that ſuch an officer was to be appointed, as appears in their petition to- the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer as follows ©, whereas your petitioners underſtand that the Right Hon. Lord K nevet (pretend- 
ing himſelf by patent to be warden of his majeſties exchange) ſecketh by that means to ere an exchange, 
and to obtain a permiſſion from his majeſtie, by proclamation to all perſons, other than himſelf, to buy 
gold or filver bullion, or to exchange gold monies for profit.” And they ſhew, in ſeventeen articles, 
the damage that would accrue to the kingdom in general, and to themſelves in particular, if ſuch an 
officer ſhould be appointed. 

The executing the ſtatute of employment was alſo propoſed, as a means to prevent tranſportation of 
money; and we find his majeſty was petition'd 4 for a grant to ere& an office for putting this ſtatute in 
execution, in conſideration of 100 pounds Sterling per annum, paid by the petitioners into the exchequer, 
and «x ty take of the merchant ſtrangers three-pence in the pound, towards defraying their ex- 


pence,

The reverſes of this king's money have all of them the royal arms, from the ö 
penny to the crown, (except as before, the halfpenny, the penny, and the half ' 
groat of his firſt five years, which have a roſe) which on the firſt Coinages were 
in a ſquare ſhield and the croſs, nearly as on its firſt appearance on our filver 
Coins, and the half ſhilling had the date over the ſhield, as in the two pre- 
ceding reigns, but about 1630 or 1631, it was omitted, the ſhield being at that 
time alter'd to an oval one garniſhed, with C. R. at the top, which ſoon gave 

lace to another not fo neat, tho' ſtill oval, the C. R. being now on the fide 
of the ſhield, and this was a third time changed for another, much ruder, being 
rounder and ſhorter, which continued, till his death, on all the pieces, except
